THE FLOODS IN AUSTRALIA, 


Later Accounts Show Many Persons to 
Have Been Drowned. 

Sypney, Feb. 6.—/By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.] At Ipswich, Queens- 
land, twenty miles from Brisbane, 
twenty-two persons are known to have 
perished in the floods, and it is feared 
the loss of life is much greater, as the 
swollen riyer is covered with wreckage 
from which a horrible stench arises, 
doubtless caused by bodies of human be- 
ings and animals entangled in the mass. 


Towns Under Water. 

BRISBANE, Feb. 6.—The water is ris- 
ing steadily in this city. The lower 
districts are completely submerged. In 
the lqwer portions of Main street it is 
twenty feet deep. The shops and con- 
tents are aliost a total loss, as the 
flood came on so rapidly that only a 
small part of the stocks could be re- 
moved. All the inhabitants are crowd- 
ing to the higher parts of the city. In 
consequence of the interruption of rail- 
way and telegraphic communication 
only scanty information about the dis- 
aster in other parts of Queensland 
is obtainable. At Maryborough, in 
March county, thirty persons have teen 
drowned, and most of the town is under 
water. The town is deserted by two- 
thirds of its inhabitants. ‘Tiaro,.an- 
other town on the Mary, is also under 
water. ‘Tonight the water around 
Brisbane begap falling. The city is 
still isolated, however, and but little 
news .can be, got from the near-by 
towns. The list of dead grows hourly, 
many bodies being found in houses 
which are supposed _to have been de-

Secretary of State Marcy’s Instructions to 
the Minister at That Time—Farther 
Views of Prominent Congress-

WasHINGTON, Feb. 6.—|By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] The President, this 
afternoon, in response to the resolution 
adopted last Friday, transmitted to the 
Senate copies of the annexation treaty 
negotiated hetween representatives of 
the United States and King Kame- 
hameha in 184%, together with the cor- 
respondence in relation thereto. 

The correspondence includes a letter 
of instructions from Secretary of State 
Marcy ‘to United States Minister to 
Hawaii Gregg, Gregg’s report to the 
State Department, narrating the cir- 


cumstances of the negotiation of the 


treaty and the . adizion of affairs in 
the islands at that time; the death of 
King. Kameha meha and. the accession 
of his successor to the throne; the sub- 


sequent decline of annexation senti- 


ment under the new King, and, finally, 
Secretary Marcy’s letter to the minis- 
ter, expressing approval of the terms 
of the treaty as negotiated. 

Although the letter of Secretary 
‘Maréy was written nearly forty. years 
ago, it is thought to fairly represent the 
views of this administration upon the 
question of the annexation of Hawaii. 
In it he objected to the immediate in- 
eorporation of the islands into the 
United States.as an independent state, 
and said: ‘I understand that the 
measure proposed by the peopfe, and 
that in which the present rulers 
are disposed to concur, is annexation 
as distinguished from _ protection, 
and that their intention is that those 
islands shall become part of our ‘*erri- 
tories and be under the control of this 
Government as fully as any other of its 
territorial possessions. Should the sov- 
ereignty of these islands be transferred 
to the United States, the present gov- 
ernment would, as a matter of course, 
be superseded by, or at least be sub- 
jected to, the Federal authority of this 
country.’’ 


VIEWS OF PROMINENT CONGRESSMEN. 
WasHincton, Feb. 6.—[Special.] 


| The Hawaiian situation, notwithstand- 


ing the lull consequent on the commis- 
sioners not having another interview 
with the Secretary of State «until to- 
morrow, continues to largely occupy 
the attentionof Congressmen who are 
willing to discuss the final probabilities. 

Congressman Stone, the one- legged 
statesman from Kentucky, who is well 
acquainted with the smell of powder 
and its effects, wants Hawaii and 
wantsit badly. ‘am in favor of an- 
nexation;” said he. “Of course we 
must know something of the details of 
we act, butthe 
general proposition strikes me favor- 

ably. Those islands will be of great 
value to us and wecannot afford to let 
other nations get_possession of them as 
they would be almost sure todo if we do 
not take some decided stepsinthe mat- 
ter.” 

Congressman Coombs of Brooklyn, 
whose judgment in a matter of this 
sort4s looked for with a good deal of 
interest by members in the House, was 
rather doubtful about the propriety of 
the step. ‘‘I doubt,’’ said he, ‘‘whether 
we want to gointo the complications, 
probably serious ones, which a — of 


this kind would bring about. We al- 


ready have all the privileges nt weed 
there, and are absolute owners of a val- 


uable coaling station and harbor there, 


which this event would probably not 
take away from us. . Of course we must 
take care of our own rights there, but I 
do not think it will be necessary to an- 
nex that country and with it the com- 
plications which would follow, for the 

sake of getting what we already prac- 
tically have.’”’

The Southern Pacific to Build One Via 
Santa Ana to San Pedro, 

Santa Ana, Féb. 6.—[Special.]| Some 
important railroad news was developed | 
in this city at the Trustees’ meeting to- 
night. For some time it has been 
known that the Southern Pacific de- 
sired a right-of-way from their present 
terminus to the western boundary of 
the city, but further than that their’ in- 
tentions here had only been known 
by a few personal friends. To- 
night. E. E. Keech, attorney for 
the Southern Pacific, in a speech 
betore the Council against extending 
the franchise of the Santa Ana and 
Westminster Railroad, stated that in 
view of the fact that San Pedro was 
about to be made a deep-water harbor, 
they. desired to make a kite-shaped 
track, via Santa Ana, Long Beach and 
San Pedro back to Los Angeles. He 
further said that ifthe Southern Pa- 
cific could get through Santa-Ana at 
an expense of $10,000, and he thought

A TOTAL LOSS. 


The Steamer Wilmington with a Cargo of 
Lime Burned, 


PorTLAND (Or.,) Feb. 6.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.| The steamer Wilming- 
ton was destroyed by fire last night at 
Linnton, about ten miles below this 
city. ‘The vessel was laden with lime, 


and it is supposed that this was the 


source of-the fire. Particulars of the 
burning have not yet been received. 
The vessel is a total loss. She was 
valued at $50,000. 

The Wilmington arrived at Linnton 
at 4 o’clock yesterday afternoon to 
discharge acargo of limerock. At 9 
o’clock one of the men discovered 
smoke issuing from the aft hold. In- 
vestigation proved that the lime of 
which the vessel’s cargo was com- 
posed was on fire. The mate with a 
couple of men went down in the hold 
and made an attempt to smother 
the flames, but the smoke was 
and it drove 
them back.. Captain Badger, who 
was in command, was now seridusly 
alarmed, but saw that verv little could 
be done to stay ‘the progress of the 
flames. The vessel was moored along: 
side the dock and men were put to work 
removing what little freight there was 
besides the lime. Asmall amount ‘of 


navtical instruments and records were 
saved. .The stéward's stores were situ- 
ated aftof the tre and could not be 
reached on account of the flames, and 
eventually became totally destroyed. 
As soon as it was discovered that the 
fire was beyond control the ship was 
scuttled to save, if possible, the wood- 
work. This was effected by opening a 
sea cock, and the vessel filled with wa- 
ter. The displacement, however, was 
not sufficient to sink the vessel to the 
bottom of the river, though her hull was 
filled with lime and water. Still. the 
fire was confined below decks. Unable 
tode anything.the men sat around. in 
the cabin and awaited morning to come.

A Large Shoe Factory to Be Estab- - 
lished at Alhambra,

The Lumber Already on the Ground, and 


the Work of Constructing the Build-~ 
ing to Be Pushed as Rapidlg

At Alhambra, nine miles from Los Ans 
geles, work was yesterday begun on an 
important enterprise which has been 
successfully established and started 
fairly under way without the knowledge 
of the public. Several carloads of lum- 
ber were unloaded at the town yester- 
day to be used in constructing a build. 
ing to be used as a shoe factory, and’ 
the work of putting it up will be pushed 
to completion. The first of these build- 
ings will be 30x50 feet in size, two 
stories high, and the plans provide for 
two or more extensions to the lineal 


It is the intention a of —T company or- 
ganized for the purpose to import labor 
and machinery from the East and man- 
ufacture shoes in competition with the 
Eastern factories. About fifty opera- 
tives will at first be brought from 
Maine, and the necessary machinery 
has alreadv been ordered and will soon 
be onthe way. The company is organ- 
ized with a capital stock of $25,000, 
said to be all taken in Alhambra, prin- 
cipally by Messrs. Gail B. Johnson and 
Milbank Johnson, men of wealth who 
came recently from the East. J. W. 
Estes, an experienced shoe manufac- 
turer, will be the superintendent of the. 
works. 

It has been vaguely known that East- 
ern persons were figuring on starting a 


shoe factory in this” section, and have 


been feeling their way for a location, 
Garvanza made a bid for it, but Alham- 
bra secured, the prize, which will add 
largely to the population of that pleas- 
ant place.

A Boot and Shoe Factory, 

A new manufacturing enterprise has 
been startéd at Alhambra in a business- 
like way, which has as yet elicited no 
notice from the press. It is a boot and 
shoe factory, at the head of which is to 
be a practical man recently from the 
East. ‘he capitalists behind the enter- 
prise are the Johnson brothers, for- 
merly of Maine, who are large owners 
in the Gail Bordén brand of condensed 
milk, and are very wealthy. A site, 
comprising three acres near the center 
of the Alhambra settlement has been 
purchased, andthe hauling of. lumber 
for the factory and cottages for opera- 
tives was commenced yesterday. It is 
understood that only about $25,000 is 
to be invested in the enterprise at the 
outset, but, if it justifies itself, any 
amount of capital to enlarge the busi- 
ness will be forthcoming. This shows 
good judgment in beginning at the 


-smatll-end,-and- working up. While the 


starting of a new enterprise of this 
kind may not warrant a great amount 
of boasting, still itis a most healthful 
sign, indicating the general drift into 
manufacturing, in which branch of in- 
dustry Southern California has been 
hitherto so much lacking.

The following opinions were received 
from the Supreme Court yesterday by 
Deputy Clerk Sesnon for filing in this 
city’ ag > 

-L. C. Tibbejts and J. Hyatt (plaintiffs) 
vs. Riverside Banking Company and O.T 
Dyer (defendants.) Plaintiffs have filed a 
petition here purporting to be made under 
sec. 652 of the Code of Civil. Procedure. 
Petitioners say that they have prepared a 
statement of the case and bill of exceptions, 
served it on counsel for defendants, and 
presented it to the Judge of the Superior 
‘Court for settlement; ‘that said Judge re- 
fused to sign said bill of exceptions, and 
still refuses to sign said bill, or any bill ac-. 
cording to the facts of the case.’’ There- 
fore they pray “that this court may sign and 
seal said bill of éxceptions as provided for 
under sec. 652,C.C. Petitioners have 
mistaken the provision of said section, 
That section only provides that whereupon 
the settlement of a bill of exceptions, or 
statement, the judge refuses to allow an 
exception, the party may petition this court 
to prove said exception. Butin this case 
petitioners merely show that they presented 
quite alengthy statement on motion for 
new trial to the Judge of the Superior 
Court, and that he refused to sign it, or any 
other bill of exceptions. In such case the 
juige can be compelled by mandamus to 
settis the bill or statement, but this court 
has nut the power, nor is itits duty, to take 
the place of the judge of the lower court 


and perform the duty of settling the state- 


ment. ‘The petition js denied. 3 

Martha H. Hayne (respondent) vs. Angel- 
ica Hermann (appellant.) Action to obtain 
a judgment that certain property is held 
by defendant in trust for plaintiff, and for 
a conveyance thereof. 

E.C. Hermann, father of plaintiff and 
defendani's husband, in his lifetime caused 
a certain tract of land in Los Angeles 
county, ot which he was the owner, to be 
conveyed to defendant, and also.certain 
moneys and personal pro eer to be paid 
to her, The Court fin “That said 
money was paid to defendant, and note and 


deed delivered to her upon the express un- 


derstanding and agreement that she would 
hold the same in trust for said E.C. Her- 
man during his life, and for plaintiff and 
herself in equal proportions after his 
death, and defendant accepted said money, 
note and deed, to hold intrust as afore- 
said, and withapt having paid any consid- 
eration therefor.” — 

' This finding is fully sustained by the 
evidence. . . . It is objected, however, 
on the part of appellant, thata trust in 
lands cannot becreated by parol, and that, 
_ inasmuch as there was no note or memo- 
randum in writing expressing the trust, 
none was created, and that slie is entitled 
to retain the property as her own estate. 
Constructive trusts, however, or such as 
arise by operation of law, are ex- 
pressly excepted from the require- 
‘ment that a trust can only be created 
by an instrument in writing (C. C.,'852;) 
and whenever one person acquires from 
another the title to real estate by a fraud, 
actual or..constructive, practiced upon 
that other, a-constructive trust is created, 


which a court of equity will fasten upon 


the title in. his hands. The facts in this 
case are not distinguishable in principle 
from those presented in the cases ot Brison 
vs. Brison (75, Cal. 56,5) Nordholt. vs. 
Nordholt (87.Cal. 552.) and Alaniz vs. 
Casenave (91 :Oal. 41,) dnd upon the 
authority of those cases the action of the 
court below. must be sustained. The claim 
that the conveyance. was made to hinder 
_ delay and defraud the creditors of Hermann 
isnot sustained by the record. No issue 
of that character was presénted by the 
ot and there was no proof of any 

ebts against Hermann that could have de- 
feated (Alaniz vs. Casenave.) The court 
did not err-ia receiving. the testimony of 
certain witnesses concerning the declara- 
tions by defendant of the character in 
which she held the property. This testi. 
mony was not competent forthe purpose 
of proving the trust, but was admissable in 
corroboration of: ony of plain- 
tiff's witnesses. The aaial and order

H. L. Drew appellant) vs, Henry Cole 
et al. (respondent,) action to enjoin de- 
fendants from.constructing a bulkhead or 
embankment by which it is alleged certain 
waters would be turned upon plaintiff's 
premises to his injury. Defendants an- 
swered and also filed cross-complaint, 
seeking affirmative relief against plaintiff. 
The findings ofthe court upon all the is- 
sues were in favor of defendants. Both 
parties own lands upona subdivided por. 
tion of the San Bernardino Ranch, north- 
west from the: city of Redlands, and are 
divided from each other by Colton avenue, 
plaintiff being on the north and defendants 
onthe south side. Both are highly culti- 
vated, and planted in orange, lemon and 
otber fruit. trees, and vines. Plaintiff in 
1890 erected a dam at the southeast corner 
of hislandin order to divert the storm 
water which flowed fn the southeast corner 
of his land through the natural drains of the. 
country down ‘Colton avenue, causing said 
waters to runover defendant’s lands to 
his damage, and defendants for self-pro- 
tection built the embankment, compelling 
the water to pass over plaintiff's premises.

‘Another Opinion on the Forfeited 


_ Railroad Lands, 


The Squatters Much Encouraged Over 
Advices from Washington—A New 
Water Company at Riverside— 
Redlands Brevities. 


SAN BERNARDINO. 

The squatters upon the lands northeast 
of this city, declared by the Supreme Court 
to have been forfeited by the railroad com- 
panies, are now happy again. Some who 
had been,out there for a couple of months, 


‘part of the time’upon short rations, had be- 


gun to weaken, and would sell out for al- 
most anything. But yesterday their spir- 
its took a big upward leap, and they are 
again determined to stick it out and file 
their claims as soon as the land is declared 
open for the purpose. The reason for this 
is found ina letter from Copp & Luckett, 
land attorneys of Washington, D.C., giving 
an opinion upon the lands. The following 
are the important points in the document 
received from them: 

After stating that the acts of 1881 and 
1887 apply to these lands, they say: ‘The 
only question is, whether or not a séttle- 
ment under license from the Southern Pa- 
cific (act of 1881,) or a purchase from 
that company (act of 1887,) will qualify 
such settler or purchaser to buy the land 
from the United States, under said acts, 
respectively, or whether a license or con- 
veyance from the Atlantic and Pacific is 
not necessary. We are clearly of the opin- 
ion that the act of 1881 does not apply at 
all, unless the settler shows a license from 
the Atlantic and Pacific, and an intention 
to purchase from that company and not 
from the Southern Pacific. Our reason for 
this is that the Supreme Court, in this de- 
cision, holdsthat no grant of these lands in 
thts overlap was ever made to the Southern Pa- 
cific road, and the act of 1881 expressly 
limits the right of entry to those. who 
settled under license from the ‘railroad 
company for whose benefit the same 
(grant) shall have been made.’”’ 

In answer to the question, ‘‘Does a con- 
veyance by contract constitute 4 bona fide 
purchase?’’ they say: do not believe 


-| Such a contract would constitue a bona fide 


purchase, under the law, for the reason 
that the purchaser would only have an 


equitable title, and, under general rules of 


law, would be bound by any defect in title. 
‘ - Itis our opinion that a corporation 
cannot be construed te come within the 
law in any event, for a corporation can 
have no citizenship.’”” They also claim

The pioneer supply of water for the 
valley was secured through the Riverside 
Water Company,which now has forty miles 


| of canals and 120 miles of laterals, with a 


capacity of supply for 25,000 acres of 
land. East of this, upon higher ground, 
the Riverside Trust Company has put in 
the Gage canal system, adding 12,000 
acres more to the land under canal. 

The company was organized with J. 
Irving Crowell as president; Charles G. 
Wheelock, treasurer; George Cook, secre- 
tary; James T. Taylor, engineer. The sub- 
sequent death of Mr. Wheelock by accident 
left a vacancy, which was filled by the 
election of H. E. Cunningham of Boston as 
treasurer. 

A tract of 1000 acres of artesian land 
hes been secured as the source of the water 
supply, upon which there is a flow of 600 
inches, which is to be further developed 
and carried by a canal west of the Santa

‘HEY CAME TO BLOWS. 


A Couple of Confidence Men Indulge 


in a Street Fight. 


The Peculiar Story Told by One of the 
Participants—Says He Was. Swin- 
dled by the Other 
Fellow. 


_A spirited fight at Main and Commer- 
cial streets, an exposition of thes print- 
ing powers of one of the belligerants 
when the police began showing up, and 
the consequent arrest of both belliger- 
ents, discovered the very neat bagging 
by Officer Rich of a very cunning con- 
fidence operator and a very despondent 
victim. 

The first notice of the fracas by any 
one wasa “‘biff! biff!’’ by aslender, light- 
complexioned young fellow on the face 
of an undersized, rather dark individual, 
and the next act noted was the latter 
simply flying down the street with Of- 
ficer Rich in close pursuit.

The story of W. A. Pierce, the al- 
leged victim, is an interesting one—as 
indeed is that of Ross. Pierce tells his 
story with evident honesty, and is cor- 
roberated so far gs necessary to accept 
it as truth by his betrayer.
